Continuation of 3. NOTE: The proposed amendment is a new issue which changes a scope of the instant invention, therefore would 
require further search/consideration. Note that Hoge reference discloses a protective film 20 is provided to form a barrier against alpha- 
particle radiation. This indicates that the device comprises solder bumps, therefore, susceptible to alpha-particle radiation during solder 
reflow. The coupling agent/wetting agent is applied on the protective film 20 to promote the bonding of the protective film to the 
adhesive. Since Hoge discloses that the protective film still functions as a barrier to alpha-particle radiation even after the application of 
the coupling agent/wetting agent, it can be assume that the coupling agent/wetting agent undergoes no substantial degradation during a 
solder reflow process. It is also pointed out that Hoge discloses an wetting agent which the identical material to the one recited in the 
instant invention.
